Paris, Aug. 26.—The war office has 
issued the following announcement: 
"The commander-in-chief, requiring 
all available forces on the Meuse, has 
ordered the progressive abandonment 
of occupied territory. 
Mulhausen has 
been evacuated again. 
"A new battle is in progress be­ 
tween Maubeuge (department of the 
Nord! and Donon (in central Vosges). 
On it hangs the fate of France. 
Op­ 
erations in Alsace along the Rhino 
would take away troops upon which 
might depend victory. It is necessary 
that they all withdraw from Alsace 
temiwrarily in order to assure its final 
deliverance. 
It is a matter of hard 
necessity. 
“West of the Meuse, as a result of 
orders issued on Sunday by the com­ 
manding chief, the troops which are 
to remain on the covering line, to 
take up the defensive, are massed as 
follows: 
"The French and British troops oc­

which they .gained by hard fighting. 
They are holding their adversaries 
and sharply checking their attacks. 


French Regain Positions.

Marooned in Europe since the dec­ 
laration of war Mr. and Mrs. Keat­ 
ing and their daughter, Miss Marcel­ 
la T. Keating,, and friends, Miss Ag­ 
nes I. Lamb, of Deerwood, (have just 
returned to New York city on the 
Baltic. 
Their trip to England and the con­ 
tinent was Abandoned shortly after J 
they arrived at Queenstown.

also missed seeing most of Ireland as , 
their time was taken up trying to I 
secure passage to America on a safe 
boat.

•All they heard was war,, war, end 
all they saw around Queenstown were 
troops coming and going, battleships, 
torpedo boats, captured German trad­ 
ing vessels, etc. 
They did And time to spend five 
days at Youghal, a watering place, 
one day at Conk) and 'Blarney Castle 
and two days at KiHarney. 
The last 
place was the most beautiful of all. 
The Baltic arrived in New York 
harbor with 2,172* passengers. More 
than 600 of the steerage passengers 
on board the Baltic were wealthy 
Americans who were forced to take j 
passage in the steerage. 
Some had i 
to take third class passage at second J 
class prices. 
The boat was overcrowded and con- ; 
ditions were terrible. 
As mayvbe ex- j 
'pected with such a large passenger 
list the stewards were overworked. 
Food was cooked badly. 
There were a number \of Oxford col- 1 
lege boys in the steerage and many 
professors, doctors and other profes­ 
sional men. A whole flotilla

porters from American papers fumed 
in the steerage. 


Dr. p. S. Pollock, one of seventeen 
surgeons who had been attending the 
Congress of Clinical Surgeons in Lon­ 
don, said that the sanitary conditions 
in the steerage were “ terrible.”
